METER ICESTING 

A l l  meter tests s h a l l  be made i n  accordance wi th  t h e  r u l e s  and r egu la t ions  of the Publ ic  Service 
Commission of Kentucky. By Order dated March 26, 1984 i n  PSC Case N o .  8941 and Order dated .January 
1 7 ,  1986 i n  PSC Case No. 9479, the  Commission authorized the Company t o  implement sample t e s t i n g  of 
s i n g l e  phase meters a s  prescribed i n  807 KAR 5:041 (General), Section 16. By Order dated March 14, 
1986, i n  PSC Case N o .  9493, the  Commission authorized t h e  Company t o  dev ia t e  from t h a t  po r t ion  of 807 
KAR 5:041 (General.), Section 17 (1 ) ,  r equ i r ing  the  t e s t i n g  of s i n g l e  phase meters a t  100% test cu r ren t  
a t  50% power f ac to r .  This devia t ion ,  however, does not apply t o  new s i n g l e  phase meters which must be 
t e s t ed  under a l l  spec i f ied  conditions.  

B I L L I N G  MIR SERVICE 

( a )  A l l  b i l l s  w i l l  be based upon consecutive meter readings made i n  accordance with t h e  
Company's meter reading schedule, and s h a l l  be taken as near ly  as may be p r a c t i c a b l e  e i t h e r  every 30 
days f o r  month ly ,b i l l ing  o r  a s  near ly  as p rac t i cab le  every 60 days f o r  bimonthly b i l l i n g  o r  as o ther -  
wise spec i f ied .  

Where charges per  kilowatt-hour a r e  s t a t e d  f o r  a spec i f ied  number of kilowatt-hours supplied i n  
t h e  month, such number of kilowatt-hours s h a l l  be doubled when computing bimonthly b i l l s ,  and i n  
computing bimonthly minimums both the  kilowatt-hours ava i l ab le  under the  schedule and t h e  monthly 
minimum charge s h a l l  be doubled. 

Where a Customer i s  b i l l e d  bimonthly and d e s i r e s  t o  make monthly payments, t h e  Company w i l l  
accept budget payments f o r  such purpose. Such budget payments w i l l  be c red i t ed  t o  the  Customer's 
account. 

(b)  The Company has a budget payment plan ava i l ab le  fo r  i t s  r e s i d e n t i a l  Customers whereby a 
Customer may elect t o  pay a monthly amount f o r  t h e  budget year i n  l i e u  of monthly o r  bimonthly b i l l -  
ings  f o r  ac tua l  usage. The monthly budget payment w i l l  be determined by the  Company based, under 
normal circumstances, on a minimum of one-twelfth of t he  estimated annual usage, sub jec t  t o  review and 
adjustment during the  budget year .  The normal budget year i s  the  1 2  months determined as shown below:

Customers who elect t o  use  t h i s  p lan  must pay, i n  the  f i r s t  month of t h e  budget yea r ,  t h e  begin- 
ning budget payment p lus  any a r r e a r s  i f  appl icable .  The Company r e se rves  the  r i g h t  t o  c l e a r  budget 
accounts i n  the  designated se t t lement  month. 

I f  Customer f a i l s  t o  pay b i l l s  a s  rendered under t h e  budget payment p lan ,  the Company reserves 
t h e  r i g h t  t o  revoke t h e  p lan ,  r e s t o r e  the  Customer t o  r egu la r  b i l l i n g  and r equ i r e  immediate payment of 
any def ic iency .

POWER FACTOR 

The Company instal ls  f a c i l i t i e s  t o  supply power t o  the  Customer a t  or near uni ty  power fac tor .  

Ihe Company expects  Customer t o  use  apparatus  which s h a l l  r e s u l t  i n  a power factor near un i ty .  
However, the  Company w i l l  permit the  use of apparatus  which s h a l l  r e s u l t ,  during normal operat ion,  in 
a power f a c t o r  no t  lower than 90% e i t h e r  lagging o r  leading. 

Where t h e  Customer's power f ac to r  i s  less than go%, t he  Company reserves the  r igh t  t o  r equ i r e  t h e  
Customer t o  furn ish ,  a t  h i s  own expense, s u i t a b l e  co r rec t ive  equipment to  maintain a power f a c t o r  of  
90% o r  higher. A t  t he  Company's option, i n  l i e u  of Customer providing the above correct ive equipment, 
t h e  Company may ad jus t  t h e  m a x i m u m  measured load €or  b i l l i n g  purposes when power factor is less than 
90%, i n  accordance with the  following formula: (BASED ON POWER FACTOR MEASURED AT TIME OF MAXIMUM

The Company w i l l  have the  r i g h t  t o  r equ i r e  t h e  Customer t o  make and maintain a reasonable depos i t  
t o  secure t h e  prompt payment of b i l l s .  A depos i t  w i l l  normally be required pr ior  t o  service be ing  
rendered. The Company reserves the  r i g h t  t o  r equ i r e  an increase  i n  deposi t  from an ex is t ing  Customer. 
Any por t ion  of  such depos i t  not  applied t o  payment of b i l l s  w i l l  be refunded when the Customer discon-  
t i nues  service. Interest on the  deposi t  w i l l  be ca lcu la ted  at the  r a t e  of 6% per annum a t  s imple 
i n t e r e s t  from t h e  da t e  the t o t a l  deposi t  amount i s  c red i t ed  f o r  deposi ts  received through October 30, 
1989. On and a f t e r  October 31, 1989, i n t e r e s t  w i l l  be ca lcu la ted  a t  the  r a t e  of 6% compounded 
annual ly  per  the October 31, 1989 and December 11, 1989 Orders i n  PSC Case No. 89-057. If the  depos i t  
is refunded o r  c red i t ed  t o  the  Customer's b i l l  p r i o r  t o  the  deposi t  anniversary date,  i n t e re s t  w i l l  b e  
paid o r  c r ed i t ed  t o  the  Customer's b i l l  on a pro-rated bas i s .  I n t e r e s t  s h a l l  be payable annually upon 
demand of t h e  Customer, o r  upon the  r e tu rn  of t h e  deposi t .  

'She Company may o f f e r  Resident ia l  Customers the  opt ion  of paying a l l  or a portion of their 
depos i t s  i n  in s t a l lmen t s  over a period not  t o  exceed the  f i r s t  three normal b i l l i n g  per iods f o r  
monthly b i l l e d  Customers, o r  the  f i r s t  two normal b i l l i n g  per iods fo r  bimonthly b i l l ed  Customers. 
Customers e l e c t i n g  ins ta l lment  deposi t  payments o r  b i l l i n g s  may have t h e i r  service disconnected f o r  
f a i l u r e  t o  abide by t h e  agreed payment schedule.
